With the close of the last fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1910, the quart­

people have been in position to ask 
and secure the blessings and com 
forts of a free mail delivery, and 
we should avail ourselves of the 
opportunity at this time, since to 
defer the matter until 
some 
later 
time 
when a financial depression 
would bring the revenue under the 
$10,000 amount would absolutely pre­ 
clude the establishment of any such 
system until we had secured a pop­ 
ulation of 10,000 or more people, or 
again 
increased 
our 
revenues 
to 
$10,000. 
Furthermore, the inauguration of 
such a system will necessarily em­ 
ploy at least four or five mail car­ 
riers or postmen, who will ultimately 
dram from the federal government 
$4,000 or $5,000 per year. 
The postage paid by our people for 
the dispatch of their mail matter 
from the Ada, Okla., post office goes 
to help make up and pay the salaries 
of the postmen or mailcarriers at 
Durant, Okmulgee or some other free 
delivery office, who deliver the mail 
to their patrons’ doors twice daily In 
the residence section and from tw’o 
to five times daily in the business 
section of the city, thereby saving 
every business man and every fam­ 
ily an hour or two every day, saying 
nothing of time spent in going to the 
post office with their mail for dis­ 
patch. 


We may assume that there are 1,- 
000 families in the city of Ada, one 
member each of which goes to the 
post office two or throe times a day, 
thereby consuming an hours time of 
each family, aside from the various 
trips the business men make to the 
post office each day. This would be 
1000 hours of time spent every day 
of the year by the people in going 
to the post office, all of which could 
be done in thirty-two hours by four 
carriers, with eight hours each. In 
other word, 1000 hours would mean 
125 days of 8 hours for one man. 
We cannot believe that 
there 
are 
those in the city who are persistent 
in having the good sons and daugh­ 
ters make these unnecessary trips 
to the post office through the ele­ 
ments two or three times a day*, and 
that they will deliberately keep an 
enterprise from their door that costs 
them absolutely nothing or wantonly 
seep $4000 or $500 away from the 
doors of their city. This is a benefit 
that will accrue to all alike, as their 
can be no favorites under the postal 
system of the United States. 
We are certainly as much entitled 
to these privileges as cities having 
a smaller population than ours, and 
lit would seem eminently unfair for 
any set of men to undertake to 
thwart such a measure.
